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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Board of Education, Plainfield, N. J. 


GENTLEMEN: 


I present herewith my first annual report of the public schools 
of the city of Plainfield. 


The general statistics are as follows :—

The increase in average enrollment is 107 and in average at- 
tendance 118. 


The graduating class of 3882 from the grammar school was 


the largest in the history of the school. There were 188 high school 
graduates. 


In REMEMBRANCE 


The closing of the year is marked by the retirement of Miss 
Helga Johnson, teacher in charge of the Stillman School for the 
past eighteen years, and Miss Alice Lee, a teacher in the Irving 
School for thirty-seven years. 


It is with regret that the loss of their faithful and efficient 
services is noted. May they have the best of health to enjoy many 
years of rest so deservedly earned! 


The unexpected death of William Groves, janitor of the Irving 
School for seventeen years, was a shock to his many friends in 
our system. Mr. Groves was a man of the highest character and 
his services were most faithful and efficient. His passing will 
cause a deeply felt loss to our system. 


REcREATORY READING IN THE GRADE SCHOOLS 


It is interesting to report that there are 5982 books in the 
classroom libraries of the schools. 4528 pupils in grades first 
through the eighth have developed enough interest in the occupa- 
tion of their leisure time to read a total of 53472 books or an 
average of 12 books for each child. 


This excellent record has surely been instrumental in fixing 
habits of a love of reading and literature which will be of great 
value to the children. 
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PLAINFIELD TEACHERS CLUB 


The Plainfield Teachers Club has been especially cooperative 
in forwarding the work of the year. The several social gatherings 
of the year were effective in producing acquaintance and fellow- 
ship amongst us. 


The Program Committee has successfully managed two lecture 
courses, one in psychiatry and the other in art, which were of great 
interest to the large number of participating teachers. 


Great credit is due to the editorial board of the Plainfield 
Teacher, a club paper which made its first appearance this year. 
The news and professional articles have been interesting to me as 
I am sure they have been to each teacher. 


PaRENT TEACHER ASSOCIATIONS 


The parents of our school children have been most helpful 
through their general membership in the parent teacher associations 
of the different schools. The association of each school is contrib- 
uting valuable service to its school by the education of its mem- 
bers in the aims and ideals of public education and by the under- 
standing friendships which it develops between the parents and 
teachers. 


The Plainfield Schools are well organized in this respect. 
Recognition for helpful advice and leadership in the formation ot 
many of these associations is accorded Mrs. Henry M. Maxson 
and Mrs. Wm. M. Sandford who have been untiring in their zeal 
and interest. 


There are now ten associations with 83000 members,—a splendid 
measure of the success of this mutual effort of parents and teachers. 


EDUCATION FoR LEISURE TIME 


It has become axiomatic that public school education is essen- 
tial for a society governed on a democratic basis. It is equally 
true that no society is static. Changes in social conditions neces- 
sitate changes in the public schools. 


One marked change in the past few years is the increased lei- 
sure time not only of the adult population, brought about by chang- 
ed working and economic conditions, but also of the children and 
youth of the country. 


The public school is attempting to train its product in the 
proper use of this leisure time and it is providing interests and 
training to occupy the minds and bodies of its pupils during the 


12 THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


hours outside of school, and in so doing it hopes to fix certain 
healthy mental and physical habits which may be of profit and 
enjoyment during their lives. 


The department of music is primarily concerned with this type 
of work. Your employment of an assistant teacher in this depart- 
ment will extend the good work already being done. It is expected 
that this teacher will be able to interest and train a large number 
of pupils in instrumental and orchestral music. 


The power of music in self-entertainment, self-expression and 
aesthetic training is generally recognized. The importance of it 
is not so generally understood in the relation to the field of voca- 
tional training. Music ranks fifth among the learned professions in 
the United States. There are more music teachers and musicians 
than there are high school, college and university teachers combined. 


A well developed department of music, therefore, will provide 
for the present enjoyment and emotional expression of pupils and 
will also offer a widened exploratory opportunity for training and 
selection of the life work of the pupils of the public schools. 


Another department especially concerned with education for 
the employment of leisure is the physical training department. 
For some years a need has been evident for greater athletic activi- 
ties with the boys of grammar school age. By your action a male 
assistant has been added to this department for next year. It is 
hoped that by his employment the ideal of mass athletics as defined 
by Miss Addie Jackson, supervisor of the department, may be 
realized. ! 


“Woven into the fiber of a strong physical education program 
of today are mass athletics and with this new condition in a school 
system, gradually the importance of the individual star athlete 
wanes, yielding to the slogan, ‘The greatest good to the greatest 
number.’ The change is explainable. It is the outcome of a growing 
desire to do for the masses what has been done for the individual, 
to develop ‘en masse’ good sportmanship, a love of the great out of 
doors and a laudable ambition to employ leisure time pleasurably 
yet profitably in games for the games’ sake rather than in the pas- 
sive pastimes of the ‘movie’ or ‘gallery’ at the game. 


“One point in mass athletic administration must be noted with 
vital emphasis—A mass game program must have at its core in- 
dividual interest and a very definitely organized system if the in- 
terest of the masses is to be retained. The sense of personal con- 
tact must not be lost. 


“Mass athletics by its very title engages interest, but without 
allowing programs arranged in scope and adaptablility to catch and 
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retain every type that may frequent a field, becomes a failure. The 
key to success along this line is group organization with sufficient 
competent leadership so that the boy or girl in each group may be 
given opportunity to find real joy in play, by participation in a 
variety of game groups. Interest will thus develop toward certain 
activities and thereby the student discovers that he possesses a 
favorite sport and finding that, he has an outlet not only for his 
leisure time but also a means toward fitting him mentally, morally 
and physically for life’s activities.” 


Directep Pupit ACTIVITIES 


There is a well known saying that the function of teaching 
is to make further teaching unnecessary. Our pupils must reach 
a point some time when they can carry on their education without 
the assistance of teachers. They must be given a certain amount 
or responsibility in their school life to train them in personal obliga- 
tion for their own education. Pupil independence, originality and 
initiative must be allowed full latitude for development to bring 
about this ideal of training to the point of ability for self 


education. 


Graduation from school is not a measure of this power. Train- 
ing for it can start as early as the kindergarten. During the year 
there has been real evidence in our kindergartens of successful at- 
tempts in proper training in this direction.. Children have been 
allowed to choose activities of interest to them and have been well 
trained by their teachers to accept the responsibility of completing 
_ any project they have selected. They have not been hastened from 
one thing to another by the teachers and have had full opportunity 
of completing a work once started. 


It is pleasing to report that this practice has also been widely 
extended to grades above the kindergarten. Under the guidance 
of sympathetic teachers there has been a marked increase in the 
happy acceptance by the pupils of their personal responsibility 
_in the daily work. They have been led to discover their needs 
and have to a considerable degree grown enough in judgment to 
be able to devise the necessary means of satisfying them. This 
practice extended so successfully in the grades is the noteworthy 
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\ 


_ improvement in method during the year. The enthusiastic interest 
of the teachers assures its extension and perfection during the 
coming year. 


ScHoo.t Hovusine 


The problem of providing adequate schoolhouse facilities in 
a growing community is a problem for any board of education. 
When the program of building schools has fallen behind the needs 
of the present, and part-time schooling has become an expedient 
because of lack of schoolrooms this problem is aggravated to the 
extent of the number of pupils affected. 


For the purpose of analysis I am recording a history of school 
building and part-time conditions during the past six years. 


The additions to the Jefferson and Evergreen Schools were 
started in 1921. In September 1922 there were 1682 pupils on 
part time or over 80% of the school population. In November of 
that year the 13 rooms of the Jefferson addition and the 8 rooms 
of the Everrgeen addition relieved this situation so that in Septem- 
ber 1923 there were part-time classes distributed as follows :—

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The construction of the Maxson School began in November 1924. 
On December Ist, 1925, the school, containing 17 classrooms, was 
opened after which there were the following classes on part time :—-

12 classes or 380 pupils 


You will note that in 1922 there were 1632 pupils on part 
time. This number has been reduced in the past six years to 380 
pupils showing that the number of part-time pupils has been de- 
creased by 1252 and as one seat decreases part-time numbers by 
two pupils 626 of the new seats provided by the new construction 
during this time have been used to effect this reduction. 


In the meantime the school population increased from 5158 
in 1922 to 6256 in September 1926, or an increase of approximate- 
ly 1200 pupils for whom seats have had to be found. 


The construction of the additions to the Evergreen and Jefter- 
son Schools and the new Maxson School has, therefore, provided 
1200 seats for additions to the school population as well as reducing 
the number of part-time pupils by 1200 for which 600 new seats 
were required. The new school buildings and administrative ad- 
justments have furnished 1800 seats. 


The part-time condition as you will note has not been entirely 
eliminated as there are 380 pupils now on part time. 


It was predicted in my report to the Board in September 1925 

that there would be 19 classes on part time for the next school 
| year. It actually works out that there will be 20 classes or ap- 
proximately 700 pupils distributed in the following school 
buildings :— 
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Maxson 
Emerson 
Lincoln 
Jefferson

All rooms of the Evergreen School are now and will be fully 
occupied and four rooms not designed for regular classrooms have 
been equipped and used. In addition the enrollment in the classes 
next year will be of such number as to exclude any great opportun- 
ity for absorbing the increased school population of a rapidly grow- 
ing district. 


The West Eighth Street School will eliminate the part-time 
conditions in the Irving and Jefferson Schools and will probably 
allow for the growth of school population in the west end of the 
town for a few years. It is also expected that the new district will 
decrease the size of the Evergreen district so that it will not be- 
come overcrowded for a time. There is a remote possibility that 
a part of the Maxson district may be added to the Evergreen to 
relieve the condition there. This, however, is somewhat doubtful. 


The decision of the Board to build the West 8th Street School 
and the addition of gymnasium and auditorium to the Maxson 
School records real progress in solving the problem of adequate 
school seating. 


The Board of Education in past years has purchased the fol-

Its foresighted policy has adequately furnished the school 
district with the necessary sites for some years to come. Any new 
construction will probably be additions of classrooms to present 
buildings already provided with the necessary auditoriums, gym- 
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nasiums, special and administrative rooms and the money expended 
in their construction will, therefore, be most effective in providing 


classroom space for pupils’ seats. 


The adequate provision of school sites and future school con- 
struction by the additions to present buildings makes the prospect 
of furnishing a seat for every child a fairly certain possibility for 


the near future. 
CoNCLUSION 


The responsibility of public education is essentially cooper- 
ative. A successful school system must have the reciprocal co- 
operation of parents, pupils, teachers, supervisors and the members 
of the Board of Education. 


As far as it has been possible to judge and measure the year 
just passed has been one of enthusiastic workmanship and happy 
achievement by pupils and teachers. The parents have been in- 
terested in encouraging the efforts of the teachers. The members 
of the Board of Education have been vitally interested in assuring 
the best educational facilities possible, and have supported any 
progressive action of the supervisory department in increasing the 
efficiency of the schools. 


In ending this, my first report, I wish to acknowledge my deep 
appreciation to supervisors, teachers, parents and to the members 
of the Board of Education for their loyal cooperation during the 
year.

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REPORT OF MANUAL AND FINE ARTS SUPERVISOR 


Mr. F. W. Cook 


Superintendent of Schools, 
Plainfield, New Jersey. 


My pear Mr. Cook: 


Herewith I submit my twelfth report of the Manual and Fine 
Arts Department covering the school year 1926-27. 


First, SEcoND, Tuirp AND FourtH GrapE HANDWoRK 


Considerable progress has been made in this work during the 
year. Care has been taken in the selection of projects with a view 
to eliminating all handwork that does not have “child interest” 
values. The course of study that was developed last year has been 
tried out and is now being revised with the assistance of a special | 
committee consisting of two primary teachers from each school. 


In the new course provision will be made for free expression 
work and for the correlation of drawing and handwork with aca- 
demic subjects. 


ELEMENTARY MaANuaL TRAINING 


One of the features of this phase of our work has been the 
gradual introduction of a greater variety of activities. These will 
be further increased next year with the addition of printing and 
more electrical work. 


All of the projects made during the past year show evidence 
of careful planning, correct design and good craftmanship. Some 
unusually good work has been accomplished in copper and concrete. 


ELEMENTARY Home Economics 


The facilities that we now have in several of our grammar 
schools for the study of foods and clothing have greatly improved 
this phase of education. The course covers a broad field and there 
is much evidence that all of the work is enjoyed and its value ap- 
preciated by the children. 
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HieuH ScuHoot Woopwork 


Some excellent cabinet making projects have been turned out 
during the year and considerable time has been devoted to the 
study of industrial processes. Pattern making and moulding is 
included in this department for those who are taking the Industrial 
Arts Course. 


~ MacuHiInrt SHop Work 


The addition of a milling machine for which we are now plan- 
ning will greatly facilitate this work which has now become an im- 
portant part of our Industrial Arts Course. Our machine shop 
serves a double purpose as it is used to great advantage by the 
Continuation School boys. 


Evectrricat Work 


The electrical work continues to be very popular; and with 
our limited space and equipment we are unable to accommodate all 
who wish to take this subject. Now that we have permanent class- 
es in apprenticeship training the electrical shop will be used for 
more advanced work and additional equipment will be needed. 


MECHANICAL DRAWING 


This department is also growing very rapidly. Sometime in 
the near future provision should be made for a modern drafting 
room as the room we occupy is very inadequate for the advanced 
type of work we are now doing. Moreover, the room is occupied 
four nights a week during the winter months by apprenticeship 
classes for whom adequate provision should be made. One of the 
features of this department during the past year has been the 
architectural drawing. Some of the designs shown at our recent 
exhibition were unusually well executed and were favorably com 


mented on. 


Arts AND CraFrrs WorkK 


Projects in copper, silver, batik, leather, clay and reed have 
been made during the year. There has been much evidence of a 
closer application of design and craftmanship resulting in some very 


excellent work. 
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Hicu Scuoot Home Economics 


While the enrollment in home economics subjects has not been 
very large, all of the work offered is up-to-date and conforms to 
the standards set by the State Department. Many cities now make 
a year’s work in home economics compulsory for all high school 
girls. This is a plan that should receive serious consideration in . 


our local schools. 
Fine Arts Work 


The scope of this work has been increased and several new 
courses added. Additional courses are being developed and in the 
near fututre special provision will be made for pupils who show 
talent in art, and who plan to enter schools of art after graduation 
from high school. 


Nicut ScHoo.u 


The following subjects were offered in the Evening School :— 
Mechanical and architectural drawing, cabinet work, electrical 
work, carpentry, commercial work, mathematics and Americaniza- 
tion work. 


The attendance in all classes was very good and the interest 
well maintained throughout the term. There is every indication 
throughout the country of a considerable development in Evening 
Schools. This is especially true of industrial and apprenticeship. 
training classes. The enrollment in these classes in the State of 
New Jersey has doubled during the past two years. 


OpportTuNITY CLASSES 


It is generally understood that fifty percent of the pupils’ 
time in these classes should be devoted to some form of. hand ac- 
tivities. T’his is quite a problem because of the difficulty of finding 
desirable projects. We now have woodwork, clay work, basketry,, 
chair caning and other activities will be added next year. 


While it is not possible to measure the work of these classes 
on the same basis as we do in the regular schools, nevertheless, there 
is much evidence of satisfactory progress and improvement each 
year in the methods of procedure and results attained. To Miss 


% 
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Johnson, who is retiring this year, much credit is due. She has 
given unsparingly of her time and energy in the working out of 
the many problems of these special classes. 


CoNTINUATION SCHOOL 


All progressive cities are now giving much time and thought 
to this important phase of education. In Plainfield the practice 
cottage and the High School shops have been a considerable factor 
in the successful development of this form of part time education. 
While it is not possible for us to offer commercial work and the same 
organized type of industrial arts that we find in the larger cities, 
nevertheless, the facilities at our disposal are very good for a city 
the size of Plainfield. The young workers enrolled in these classes 
are taking full advantage of what we have to offer them and are 
profiting thereby. 


VocATIONAL GUIDANCE 


During the past few years much attention has been given by 
educators to vocational guidance. <A few cities now have well or- 
ganized guidance bureaus. The majority of schools, however, are 
still working on various experiments in this direction. 


The question of vocational guidance is an exceedingly difficult 
one, and any community that expects to solve the many problems 
in connection with it, must be prepared to devote several years tc 
experimental work. We have made a good beginning in our local 
schools and with patience and much hard work some definite results 
will no doubt be shown during the next few years. 


GENERAL 


Taking the manual and fine arts work as a whole, the year’s 
work has been very successful. One of the encouraging features of 
this phase of education is the emphasis that is being placed by noted 
educators and up-to-date school systems on the theory of “learning 
by doing.” Millions of dollars have been, and are being invested 
in school shop equipment. Other millions are being used for the 
development of fine and applied arts. There are many justifica- 
tions for this expenditure. Perhaps the two outstanding ones 
might be stated as the natural and instinctive desire of adolescent 
youth to do creative work with the hands, and the other that 
America today leads the world in industrial enterprise.
